THE SAVE. 
These have an important influence upon the vol- 
ume of its waters. Thus, a heavy freshet in the 
Save may cause a rise of the Danube at Belgrade of 
from eighteen to twenty feet. The part of the 
river which traverses the Carpathian Range is 
known as the Portes de Fer (the Iron Gates), and 
extends from Deeykovato Oesova, a distance of 
about sixty kilometres. Here the width of the 
stream is something less than 1,100 yards. It is 
filled with rocks, rising nearly to the surface in or- 
dinary stages of water, and projecting above in 
seasons of drought. A narrow channel has been 
cleared through there, by which vessels are able 
to pass with the assistance of special pilots. This 
portion of the river is not, however, available for 
the Russians so long as the neutrality of Servia is 
maintained. 
THE LOWER DANUBE 

begins at the exit fromthe Portes de Fer. Slug- 
gish, tortuous, with banks not well defined, it re- 
sem bies the upper river in nothing except its lia- 
bility to sudden and extreme changes of level. It 
is with this part of the stream that the Russians at 
present have to deal. ' 

Usually, the Danube begins to rise in April, at- 
ter the melting of the snows, aided at times by the 
spring rains in Hungary and Bosnia. As the snows 
melt on the mountains it continues to rise, and 
generally attains its maximum height in June, or 
early in Juiy. It then becomes nearly stationary 
for some time, then slowly subsides till October, 
when a temporary rise ordinarily occurs asa con- 
sequence of the autumn rains. In winter it is 
generally closed with ice for a considerable period. 
Last winter, which was exceptionally mild, it re- 
mained open during the whole season. 

From the point where it emerges from the Portes 
de Fer, near Turn- Severin, the right bank—Servian 
as far as Negotin, and Bulgarian from Negotin to 
the Black Sea—is abrupt and mountainous, except 

ALONG THE DOBRUDSCHA. 

The left bank is low. marshy, studded with 
islands, and numerous secondary arms of the river 
straggic off through the boggy plains. On this side 
are the principal amuents, the Jin], the Aluta, the 
Arges, the Jalomitza, the Sereth, and the Pruth, 
which all descend from the Carpathians, or traverse 
them, gathering the waters from the Roumanian 
slope, and form veritable deltas where they join 
the Danube. Upon the right bank are numerous 
torrents, but no streams of importance. 

From time immemoria] the Danube has been a 
military frontier and a line of defense of the first 
importance. The Turkish towns along its course 
are upon heights and in positions eminently favor- 
able for defense. Opposite to each. on the left 
bank, is a Roumanian town, established originally 
for the security of the country, and m more recent 
times maintained 

FOR COMMERCIAL REASONS. 

Most of these Roumanian towns are near the 
mouths of rivers. But the difference between the 
strategic conditions of the two banks is striking. 
On the Turkish side everything is adapted for de- 
fense, and even for attack, taking into account the 
range of the Krupp cannon. Onthe contrary, on 
the Roamanian side there is nothing favorable 


either for attack or defense, except at two points, 


—Kalarasch and Kalafat,—where slight emineaces 
might permit the bombardment of Silistria and 
Widdin. At the most, the numerous islands, the 
multiplicity of arms of the river, and the low na- 
ture of the banks on the Roumanian side, present 
difficulties to invasion, and to its occupation by an 
army coming from the Turkish shore, such that it 
would be necessary to control the river through a 
very long extent in order to cope with them. 

THE TURKISH TOWNS 
have long been fortified, and during six months 
past the work of strengthening them has been 
urged forward with a feverish energy. Rust- 
chuk and Widdin are fortresses of the first im- 
portance, while on the Roumanian bank there 
are only hastily constructed defensive works 
thrown up by the Russian forces during their re- 
cent occupancy. The Roumanians have never had 
the resources or the necessary authorization 
fortify it. 

The width of the Lower Danube is extremely 
variable. The principal arm is often not more than 
800 to 1,000 yards in width, bat inciuding the 
secondary arms the avarage width is from 3,500 
te-G,000 yards, frequently interrupted, it is true, 
by tongues of land which are submerged at high 
water. At Giurgevo, where a bridge has been pro- 
jected to connect the railways that terminate at 
Rustchuk and at Giurgevo, the width is

There is hardly more than one other point where 


the stream is more narrow and its waters so well 
hemmed in: that lies between Kalaraech and 
Oltenitza on the Roumanian bank, corresponding 
to Silistria and Turtukai on the Turkieh side. On 
the contrary, there is many a point where, at high 
water, the Danube expands to a breadth of from 
nine to ten kilometres (something more than from 
five to six English miles). At Widdin, ite width

The width at a given time depends on 
THE STATE OF ITS WATERS 
at that time; or according to the new arms that 
may have been formed at the last freshet, these 
changing almost every year; or, finally, according 
to the condition of its afluents. At the present 
time, the river has inundated the left bank in 
many places, and thereby greatly increases the 
dificalt of its passage by the Russians. The 
past winter was mild and moist; snows fell in 
reat abundance on the mountains, and the soil of 
toumarnia has not ceased from being soaked, and 
in many placés overfiowed; so many reasons for 
rendering the installation of the Russian army on 
the left bank slow and diflicalt, so many causes 
for rendering the passage of the Danube, under 
the range of Turkish cannon, 
COMPLICATED AND PERILOUS. 

On its side, the Turkish army does not appear to 
think of crossing the Danube, and this is easy 
enough to understand; it would thus jeopardize, 
by a movement the success of which would be 
highly problematicai, the magnificent position which 
it occupies, and which at present everything, both 
sky and water, seem to favor. At the most, the 
Turks may attempt to occupy Kalarasch and la- 
fat, and to create temporary obstacles at the two

Trieune’s comments on the letter alleged to 
have been written by Senator Moraan, of 
that State, to Attorney-General Devens, ask- 
ing that the Administration influence be used 


to secure the dismissal of indictments 


brought in the United States Court for Ala- 


bama against certain persons charged with 
having frandulently defeated the re-election of 
June Hanaxsox, colored member of Congress. 
Senator Moroas is said to have made this 
demand on the ground that the policy of 
conciliation should include the condoning of 
all past political offenses. THe Tripune 
held that this was carrying conciliation too 
far, and that it was probably not the desire 
and certainly not the province of the Ad- 
ministration to interfere with the United 
States Courts in cases that come before them 
involving any political offense of which they 
have jurisdiction, The Montgomery news- 
paper conceives this to be backing down 
from the theory of pacification, and regards 
it as a howl of Radical rage. Senator 
Mondan and the Montgomery news- 
paper certainly have queer ideas of 
puljic justice and good faith if they 
think that there can be no reconcil- 
iation between the people of the North and 
South unless ballot-box stuffers receive full 
immunity as to all past offenses. Such a po- 
sition is not at all creditable to the Southern 
sense of honor. 

It is stated in reply that Jerz Hanarson is 

a man without character; that he was in- 
dicted for a criminal offense, and only es- 
caped punishment by having a political 
friend in the prosecuting officer; and, finally, 
that he has been prompted by pique at his 
defeat to prosecute several gentlemen in the 
United States Courts who are entirely inno- 
cent. If this is a true statement of the 
case,—of course we are ignorant of the 
facts,—no injury is likely to result to the 
persons indicted, and they cannot better vin- 
dicate the charge brought against them than 
by making a defense to the indictments. 
This is a very different affair, however, from 
the proposed dismissal of the suits on the 
broad ground that the new Southern policy 
should include pardons for all previous po- 
litical offenses.

We accept this assurance as of equal 
benefit to the people of Alabama and to the 
people of the North; the interest of the 
latter in the domestic affairs of the former 
is confined to an equal protection under the 
law of the life and property of all men. So 
long as Alabama gives this protection in 
good faith to blacks as well as whites, there 
will be no disposition of the Administration 
to interfere in her affairs,—not even to the 
extent of influencing an abandonment of 
indictments brought against a number of 
men for frauds on the ballot-box.

THE MEXICAN POLICY. 

The editor of the New York Sun has gone 
mad,—stark, staring, raving mad. Heisa 
monomaniac of the most hopeless kind. The 
mention of the name of Harzs is more ag- 
gravating to his fhadness than the sight of 
water is to a dog infected with hydropho- 
bia. No poor devil afflicted with delirium 
tremens was ever visited by so many and 60 
hideous visions as he is relative to the pres- 
ent Administraaon. No word that Hares 
can utter and no action hecan take but 
starts Dana to raving as he dictates column 
after column of the most venomous slander 
and abuse against the Administration. The 
final result of all may be the confinement of 
Dana in the Insane-Asylum on Blackwell's 
Island, beset with the horrid nightmare that 
he is no other than President Harxzs, with a 
mad dog constantly pursuing him. 

. The latest bugbear that Dana has discov- 
ered is the Mexican policy. He construes 
the order authorizing Gen. Onp to pursue 
the Mexican bandits across the Rio Grande 
to be a furtive declaration of war against 
Mexico; says that it has been made in the 
interest of land- robbers, who propose to 
seize a large strip of territory which they 
know to be rich in mineral wealth”; and, to 
cap the climax, asserts that this conspiracy 
explains why an extra session of Congress 
was not called promptly, but delayed to the 
latest possible moment. 

The fact is that the new order relative to 
the Mexican border is what the exigencies 
of the case have demanded for years. It has 
long been evident that all the troops the 
United States can spare to guard the border, 
and even five times that number, would be 
inefficient to protect the property on the 
American side from the Mexican raids, so 
long as the robbers had only to recross 
the Rio Grande to escape pursuit. It has 
long been evident that the people in the in- 
terror of Mexico have encouraged these raids 
by purchasing the property the robbers suc- 
ceed in carrying off. It has long been evi- 
dent that the Mexican Government is either 
powerless by reason of the constant condition 
of revolution to repress this brigandage, or 
has connived and winked at the systematic 
robbery for the advantage of its dishonest 
eitizens. In this org condition of 
things, there is no other c open to the 
United States than to pursue the robbers 
into the territory which offers them protec- 
tion and punish the bandits who are harbored 
by the Mexican Government. Mexico has 
forced this necessity upon the United States 
Government, which cannot stand idly by 
while its citizens are piundered by for- 
eign outlaws; and President Hares has 
ouly done what ex-President Grant was long 
urged to do and ought to have done long 
ago. If Mexico doesn’t like the present pol- 
icy, she will probably give satisfactory as- 
surances that she will punish the robbers and 
prevent the raids in the future. It is not 
likely that she will care te go to war about it, 
though that is for her to decide ; but, if hon- 
estly inclined, she will be much obliged to 
our Government for breaking up a lawless- 
ness which she has been powerless to resist. 
As to the Administration being involved in 
any scheme for annexing the northern 
States of Mexico (an arid and dreary waste), 
the assertion is too preposterous for consid- 
eration, —merely a hydrophobic hallucination. 


THE KEMPER COUNTY ASSASSINATION. 

The slaughter of Judge Cutsoum’s family 
in DeKalb, Miss., is a ghost which, like 
Banquo’s, will not down.” While there 
has not yet, as far as we know, been any 
steps taken to apprehend the murderers and 
bring them to trial, the Mississippi newspa- 
pers feel the necessity of extenuating the 
offense as much as possible. The Vicksburg 
Herald reprints a letter written to another 
journal of the State from A Citizen of Kem- 
per,” which professes to detail.the wrongs, 
insults, and outrages heaped upon the people 
of that county “‘by an infamous Ring, of 
which the late Judge CnsoLM was the head, 
heart, and soul”; and then it adds of its own 
motion : 

We know that the people of no county in any 
State of the Union ever exercised such patience 
and forbearance towards any setof men as the 
people of Kemper County had shown towards this 
Ring, which ruled with undieputed sway, and with 
a reckless disregard of the rights and property of 
the citizens which those not cognizant of the facts 
cannot realize as possible. They made fortunes 
out of the little county offices by extortion, fraud, 
forgery, and general corruption; manipulated and 
prostituted the courts and juries to shield their par- 
tisans and retainers from punishment for in- 
famous crimes, and plundered the coun- 
try without hindrance and without mer- 
cy. CHIsoLM was continually- prosecuting 
the very best citizens of the county through the 
Federal Grand Jury at Jackson, having them in- 
- dicted and dragged from their homes for trial, asa 
means of holding them in terror. or of gratifying 
his private revenge. Yet this Ring of thieves, 
perjurers, and assassins was never molested nor 
even threatened with personalwiolence, and up to 
the time of Joux W. Gutrr's death any one of 
them could have traversed the county m perfect 
safety at any hour of the day or night. Certainly 
these facts—and they are facte—show that the 
people of Kemper County ‘‘are as law-abiding 
and as little inclined to violence as the people of 
any county in the State, or for that matter as any 
in the Northern States. * 


Now, admit all that is charged against the 
late Judge Cursoim to be true (though the 
above statement is manifestly colored by 
partisan prejudice); admit that there was a 
Ring which was plundering Kemper County. 
though its operations could not have been 
8O aggressive nor costly as those of the Ring 
of this county where no murders have oc. 
curred; admit that Judge Onisorat was the 
Prriotat of the Kemper County Ring, so to 
speak; admit that a man named Guiix was 
killed, and some member of the Ring (not 
CHIsOLM) was suspected of the killing; ad- 
mit that there was desperation on both sides, 
and does all this in the least extenuate 
the butchering that occurred in the DeKalb 
Jail? Had there been a feud between the 
Guuxy faction and the CNMOLA faction, and 
the two factions had met on equal 
terms, both armed and determined upon 
fight, the encounter would have been 
deplorable, but there might then be 
some excuse for a failure on the part of the 
suthorities todo more than proseconte the

Decent men and women living there 
will strain every nerve to get away, and no 
decent man or woman not living there can 
ever be induced to settle in a community 
where outlaws have full sway. Self-interest, 
if not a sense of justice, should prompt the 
Mississippi newspapers and men of influence 
to demand the prompt and condign punish- 
ment of the Kemper County assassins. 


A MEDICAL PLATFORM. 

The average non-professional writer will 
find in the proceedings of the first day’s ses- 
sions of the American Medical Association 
but little subject for comment. The result 
of the day’s action was summed up in the 
following resolutions, which were adopted : 

Resolved, That in fractures of the thigh, not- 
withstanding the judicious employment of eve 
mechanical contrivance hitherto devised, shorten- 
ing of the limb is of frequent occurrence. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Section 
that shortening in cases of fracture of jong bones 
is the rule in practice, regardless of any of the 
plans of treatment now in use. 

To those aceustomed to platforms and 
to critical examinations of them, these resolu- 
tions admit of but limited diseussion. In- 
deed, to a non-professional they have some 
of the obscurity which attends ordinary plat- 
forms. For instance, we can understand 
that in fractures of the thigh shortening of 
the limb is of frequent occurrence, notwith- 
standing the contrivances which have been 
devised. Tais is plain enough; but does the 
Association mean this declaration to be a re- 
gret or an expression of a triumph ? 
declaration that the shortening of the limb 
still flourishes successfully, despite the efforts 
of those who have sought to prevent it? Or 
does the resolution state the fact as a matter 
of regret that human ingenuity, even aided 
by judicious management, has not yet 
been able to contrive a certain 
preventive? Looking at this resolu- 
tion as one would look at the 
resolve of a political party, the inference is 
that the resolution was devised so as to ex- 
press no judgment, but leave all persons of 
all shades of opinion free to support the res- 
olution without yielding their own convic- 
tions. That is the way they do in political 
conventions. 

The second resolation frankly asserts an 
opinion, but the opinion is confined to the 
existence of a rule in practice ; but whether 
the existence of the rule is a matter fer con- 
gratulation or regret is carefully, we will not 
say designedly, avoided. Taken as a whole, 
the platform, so far as it has been adopted 
in these resolutions, is a safe one. It will 
lead to no break-up of the Convention; will 
cause no secession nor organization of a 
rival association. In fact, upon these two

points, ‘‘shortening” in fractures of the | 


thigh and of tho long bones, the profession 
is a unit; not a dissenting voice is heard 
against the resolutions, and hence their adop- 
tion is a sign of great harmony and conse- 
quently of great success in the cam paigns of 
the future. 

The unity of the Association upon these 


two important questions is remarkable, in 


view of the proverbial disagreement of doo- 
tors. It has long been an unanswered co- 
nundrum, When doctors disagrees, who 
shall decide ?” But in these cases the doctors 
do agree, and we suppose their decision is a 
finality. The fact that doctors do agree 
sometimes will be gratefully accepted by man- 
kind. That shortenings do take place in 
cases of fractures of thé thigh and of the 
long bones, despite all *contrMances and 
plans that have beer invented, may now be 


accepted as the unanimous judgment of the 


Association, and consequently of the pro- 
fession. 


A medical gentleman writes to us sug- 
gesting that the Medical Corfvention now in 
session in Chicago take action, in the name 
of humanity, in protesting against the in- 
famous monopoly in the now universal 
agent, quinine. He states that within a 
comparatively short time the manufacturer’s 
price for quinine has been nearly doubled, 
and that these financial raids upon the sick— 
—taxing the great remedy—are not only un- 
just, but barbarous and cruel in the er- 
treme. The duty on imported quinine is, 
on sulphate of quinine, 20 per cent; on salts 
of other than sulphate, 45 per cent. The 
chincona bark and root are both admitted 


free of duty, so that the manufacturers are 


not taxed on the material. Even the clap- 
trap talk of protecting home labor does not 
apply in this case, because there is no 
labor employed in the manufacture. Cer- 
tainly the skill of the Americans and their 
location give them all the protection which 
they can need. The récent sudden rise of 
100 per cent in the article, without any real 
excuse, because there was an immense sur- 
plus stock on hand, could only be successful 
because of the heavy and almost prohibitory 
tax. After all, the tax does not exelude for- 
eign quinine. It continues to be imported, 
and will be so long as our manufacturers will 
put out even at their extravagant prices an 
inferior article. Thousands of physicians in- 
sist upon their prescriptions being filled with 
the imported article, the foreign mannfac- 
turers preferring to maintain a character for 
integrity to the short-sighted attempt to gain 
dishonest profit by selling inferior goods. We 
do not know that it is any part of the duty 
of the Medical Association to offer any advice 


to Congress on this subject. Nevertheless |

Dixon, June 6,.—The testimony yesterday, it 
was felt, brought the MeGhee wife-poisoning 
murder-case to the turning point, if any tarning 
point there was to be, in favor of the prisoner, 
about whose neck the hangman's rope seems 
tightening. The story of how he knelt at his dy- 
ing wife's beside, took her in his arms and mingled 
his tears with hers, as told by Mrs, Hardesty, a 
most intelligent witness, manifestly produced an 
impression in bis favor. 80 did the statements of 
the witness that the rclations between McGhee and 
his wife were most loving, and that he seemed an 
affectionate husband. The fact of McGhee's send- 
ing for help when his wife's sickness began, and of 
his suggesting on one occasion that additional 
medical assistance be called in, which were skill- 
fully kept before the jury by McGhee’s counsel 
Judge Eustace also produced 
SOME IMPRESSION EVIDENTLY IN HIS FAVOR. 

Add to this the fact that already the witnesses 
betray that they are divided into two cjasses—those 
who are almighty sure McGhee ought to be hanged 
and those who are equally sure he is innocent. 
Manifestly into these two classes are divided all

FIVE OF THEM IN JAIL.

A FULL CONFESSION, 
stating that the crime was concocted by eight men 
of the county, all farmers, whose intention it was 
to wreck the train by pitching it over the forty-foot 
embankment and then pillage the express-car, and 
rob the dead passengers. ll the prisoners are in 
cha of Deputy United States Marshal Langston, 
at Richland, Mo., anda strong guard is kept over 
them for fear of lynchers.

The ritual 
was translated, and twenty sets printed. In 
March, State Deputy W. A. Clark instituted the 
first German Temple in the world. It promises te 
prove a success. Other cities and villages are 
agitating the propriety of starung German Tem- 
pies.” 

A rousing mass-meeting was held at Turner Hall 
to-night. e session promises to be the most 
successful of any temperance gathering that has 
ever taken piace in the State.

Increasing. 


Firmer, on Receipt of War 
Rumors. 


FINANCIAL. | 
The loan market remains quiet and uninterest- 
ing. The demand for accommodations is not press- 
ing on any side. The regular customers of the 
banks have already made arrangements for most of 
the favors they need, and outside borrowers are 
making little paper. The loanabie surplus of the 
banks is growing, and discount lines are decreas- 
ing. 


Rates of discount are 8@10 per cent at the banks 
to regular customers. On the street, the usual va- 
riations are made on bank rates. 

New York exchange was sold between banks at 
60@75c per $1,000 premium. 

The clearings were $3, 600, 000. 

REDUCTION IN NEW YORK BANKING CAPITAL. 

Within the past year there has been a reduction 
of $12, 000, 000 in banking capital, and of $700, - 
000 in banking surplusin New York, making a 
total withdrawal from the business of $12, 700, 000. 

The banks and the amounts are as follows:

000; and by the Greenwich, $200, 000. 
CURRENCY CHANGES SINCE THE RESUMPTION 
Ar. 

Since the Resumption act was passed, Jan. 14, 
1875, legal tenders and fractional currency to the 
amount of $45,417,556 have been retired and de- 
stroyed. An additional amount of $7,762,271 of 
legal -tenders has been withdrawn as a special fund 
for redemption of fractionaleurrency. Bank-notes 
have been surrendered to the amount of $61,181, - 
633, against $26,954,275 of new issues. We have 
here an actual decrease of $78,377,185 in the cur- 
rency of this country in about two and a half years 

INCREASE OF PAUPERISM IN ENGLAND. 

Among other signs of the severity of the times in 
England is the increase of pauperism. The num- 
ber of in-door paupers in 1876 was 145,620; in 
1877 it had increased to 152,786, an addition of 
7,166. These figures point the same way as the 
deciine in the transactions of the London Clearing- 
House, which we have already given. A falling off

NOTES AND NEWS. 
THE FRENCH EXPOSITION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 6.—The Cabinet has 
not yet decided whether the President has power 
to appoint a Provisional Commission for the Paris 
Exhibition before Congress authorizes an accept- 
ance of the invitation ef the French Government. 
The State Department is advised, however, that if 
the Exhibition occurs next year, and the Govern- 
ment does nothing before Congress meets, it will 
be impossible for the United States to make a 
creditable display. A postponement for à year, 
however, is now expected by our authorities, al- 
though President MacMahon’s assertions are to the 
contrary, and the work on the buildings in Paris 
is rapidly progressing. It is beheved 
here that these assertions are for diplomatic effect, 
designed to assure Europe that France has no 
warlike intention. It can be said that the delay 
of our Cabinet in ye to a decision on the 
question is caused by a belief in the postponement 
of the Exhibition. 

COMPROMISE TALK. 

Conolly, District-Attorney for the Southern Dis- 
trict of Dlinois, ie here to confer with the authori- 
ties as to the compromise of the Lebanon distillery 
case. It appears that the compromise was made 
by Conolly and the mney into court through 
a misapprehension of a telegraphic dispatch from 
Commissioner Raum.

The Second Day of the Festival 
a Great Success. 


The Matinee of the School-Children--- 
Triumph of the Little Army.

The second day’s work of the Festival was di- 
vided between a matinee, of which the children 
were the feature, and an evening concert, of which 
the Lohengrin music and the Gounod and Sallivan 
cantatas were the features. Both 
were essentially ef @ popular character. [If the 
Club had ordered its weather custom-made, it 
could not have been better.. A bright sky and cool 
breezes have added largely to its financial success. 
The cool temperatuie has made the Tabernacle

SENATOR OGLESBY. 

WHAT HE THINKS OF THE SITUATION. 
Senator Oglesby arrived in the city yesterday, 
and was fonnd last evening by a TrisuNne reporter 
entertaining a select party of friends in his room 
at the Palmer House, said party including the Hon. 
J. V. Scammona, United States Marshal Hildrup, 
and others. Inasmuch as Mr. Scammon is one of 
the most ready and persistent talkers on the sub- 
ject of finance, and especially the kindred theme 
of contraction, aud as the Senator stoutly main- 
iains views somewhat at variance with Mr. Scam- 
mon’s, —and which he advanced last evening at some 
length, —it was not strange that the reporter found 
it somewhat difficult, during ne skirmish of wit 
between the two philosophers, to get in a word 
— se. What the reporter desired particu- 
lariy to learn was what Senator Oglesby thinks of 
President Hayes’ Sonthern policy, and during a 
very brief lull in the conversation an interrogatory 
was addressed to the gentleman from Decatur bear- 
ing on this point. Senator Oglesby replied that it 
wouid be rather premature to advance any definite 
opinion on that head just at present, when that 
policy was not fully framed, and when it was, 
according to the President's own admission, only 4 
anexperiment. Yet be was free to say that he 
believed the President was doing what he con- 
sidered to de for the best interests of the 
people. both North and South, and he thought 

he President should be sustained in every move, 
or, to express it in his own forcible language. He 
ought to have a fair shake. It would not do, he 
continued. to keep up any dissension in the Re- 
publican ranks. There had been enough of that, 
and of various kinds, and the party could not ex- 
pect to beat much longer unless there was a rally 
all aiong the line, and a determination to support 
the principles and the policy of the Administration 
in every particular. 

Senator Oglesby was notinclined to think that 
the President intended to make any removals in 
thewflices of Collector of the Port and Collector of 
Internal Revenue in this city, ard even if the re- 
movals were made. he had no idea who the lucky 
successors would be. He alluded to the fact that 
there were good men out of office—very good men, 
and very many of them, too—who would no doubt 
like something in that way, but so far as the Presi- 
dent had made few removals, and it was quite pos- 
sible, if not probable, that he intended to pursue 
this course with regard to the Chicago offices.
